THE ZINGARI, THEIR ORIGIN. — THE GREAT 
BOWLING QUESTION.-A FEW WORDS ABOUT 
SINGLE-WICKBT MATCHSS. 

(From * London Society” for March.) 

Tue Marylebone Cricket Club, therefore, is the great central power 
the very balance-wheel of the world-wide machinery of cricket. It 
affords the “fair stage and no favour” on which each “colt” may 
show his best paces and promising action, and each candidate for re- 
nown set forth his best pretensions. It also keeps up a certain high 
standard of excellence, so that Oxford, Cambridge, or one of the public 
schools, may measure their strength against a Marylebone deputation 
without much danger of mistaking the powers of their Eleven. 

But the MCC. is tied to time and place: its circuit is limited, 
having ‘a local habitation and a name.” The exigencies of the 
country, therefore, in these railway days required some club of equal 
strength and standing, but movable and ubiquitous withal. It wanted 
an amateur All England Eleven ready alike to flit down for a day’s 

lay to Eton, or to cross the Channel, to astouish Paddy in the 

Pheenix Park, and (as once we heard) to give as much entertainment

, that is to say, from the first conception over a 
quiet omelette at the Blenheim Hotel nearly twenty years ago; 
bocause, as time goes on, new things become old—and things once 
familiar, as within the memory of living man, require quite the work 
of the antiquary to rescue them from oblivion, or, at least, from the 
vagueness of all traditionary lore; and already the origin of the 
Zingari is to many almost as great a mystery as the ancestry of those 
erratic tribes whose name they bear. Yes, we have spoken to first- 
rate cricketers, in the pride of their strength and the maturity of their 
play, who, when asked about the Zingari, would say, “'They were 
already a people of renown before we were breeched, if not before we 
were born.” Already they can number the Nati natorum; and we 
can also confidently anticipate the gui nascentur ab illis, 


glance only at the earlier members, the auspices under which they 
started into life. Quid memorem, F. Ponsonby, the very Nestor of 
the strife, whose counsel is still valuable in the tent, though now to 
the generation he has tutored many a happy day, in company with 
another distinguished member, R. Grimston, at Harrow, he may 
sometimes yield his place in the field; or Boudier, a tower of 
strength to the gentlemen agaist the players, after founding “The 
Sixpenny Club” jor the lower boys at Eton—Hartopp, whose stop- 
ping was as essential, even as if providentially sent on purpose, lest 
| the bowling of a Fellews should run to waste in the very luxuriance 
| of its strength; and W. Pickering, perhaps never equalled at Cover 
Point, and prime mover in the arrangement for Eleven of England to 
visit Canada and the United States. It runs us out of breath to keep 
pace with so much greatness, so we beg to stop. 

‘he Zingari have, by this prceen date, played above 200 matches, 
and have either won, or had the best of (if unfinished), about two 

out of three, ‘ 

| We are, therefore—descending now to plain sublunary views— 
decidedly of opinion that by this time the noblemen and gentlemen 
of the Zingari are entitled to take substantial rank in the cricket 
world. Their principle has been to provide the best of amateur play 
—no professionals, save as umpires, are ever allowed to take part in a 
Zingari match; and their numbers are annually recruited from the 
rising talent of the day—as they enact si bene se gesserint, meaning, 
probably, what is written up in some village schools, “ None admitted 
that don’t learn manners.” 

This being the case, we must maintain that the Zingari are as 
much entitled to be consulted as any club whatever—we think more. 
Let other clubs reckon as the House of Commons, and the Zingari be 
expected to check precipitate legislation, and perform the part of the 
House of Lords. On any question of general interest to all cricketers 
—and, above all others, so vital a question as that of the style of 
bowling which for the future shall be the practiee, as well as the 
law, of Cricketdom—the Zingari should certainly have a voice, 

Wherefore, at the same time that we proceed to publish our own 
opinions on this subject, we, with all due deference, hope that 
I Zingari will undertake maturely to consider and pronounce upon it. 
Certainly, I Z, matches can always be made on the basis of their own 
laws. 

We are sorry to find that, in answer to an inquiry instituted by a 
circular from the Marylebone Club, many cricketers have declared in 
favour of the bowlers being allowed to deliver as high as they please, 
provided that they neither jerk nor throw. ’ 

We say we are sorry, because we see no check or limit to the rough 
play that will ensue; we shall have two bad things instead of one, 
both a high delivery and a throw at the same time. 

A throw is difficult to define: a thing far too difficult for ordinary 
umpires to undertake. Wilsher's has always been an undoubted 
throw—a kind of heave over, while bis figure revolved on the ball of 
his left foot, as the fulcram of his power. Still, because there was no 
lash out of the fore-arm, with sudden check at the elbow — because, in 
short, his delivery was not a throw of one kind—not one man in a 
thousand could pereeive it might yet be a throw of another. And 
Wilsher might have gono on as long as he pleased if he had only 
pelted away with his hand a little lower to save appearances. 

The case of Wilsher, therefore, shows how little the throw is likely 
to be detected in practice when once the hand is allowed to be as high 
as your hat. : 

But, suppose that the throw could be generally detected, what is 
there to prevent a man, when his hand already is at the height, and 
almost itching for a throw—what is there to prevent his sending ina 
ball as viciously as he pleases? We remember a case in point: Jack- 
son’s delivery is as fair as almost any man’s; and Jackson can com- 
inand his arm too well to be much tempted to bowl high; still, becau:e 
he could bowl at a furious pace, we remember his being suspected of 
bowling spiteful, when once he hit Carpenter on the arm with a full 
toss, no doubt as a fair experiment on the wicket. And may not any 
bowler henceforth play spiteful if -he chooses, or be suspected when 


But we were speaking about the “ freedom of I Zingari.” 

As'to this “freedom,” though really gasped for as an honour, even 
by those who have exhausted all. the known glories of the “ Heavens 
above and the earth beneath,”* it must not, by any means, be con- 
fused with ideas of strict immunity: nay, rather, it savours of the 
honour of those visits which their Egyptian prototypes are wont to 
pay where most hens cackle and most ducks quack. That is to say, 
they. are rather costly visitors: only since, in the most ruinous depre. 
dations of which we have ever known them guilty their own true and 
loving subjects have been the sufferers, and most willing sufferers too, 
the usual pains and penalties of the Vagrant Act, in their cases, 
would hardly fall within the contemplation of any enlightened and 
liberal legislature, Still, we must admit, many of them have ‘‘no 
visible occupation,” which is always held suspicious. Hawever, in all 
Wise political economy it is maintained that those who increase the 
demand must stimulate production, and indirectly add to the sup- 
plies; and if so, this illustrious race, pre-eminently nati consumere 
Jruges, must be allowed to form a very valuable element in the 
Commonwealth. 

aving gone to the fountain-head of information, we can depose 
from the book of the chronicles of T Zingari—that is, “if they

The 
ball will often rise as high as the face of the batsman, if delivered 
right over from as high as the bowler’s head ; and surely we ought not 
to forget such cases as that of ——, a first-rate player, who almost 
sank from hemorrhage after a blow of this kind about two years since. 
A cricketers pads already are quite ridiculous. Carpenter, at Canter- 
bury, was seriously hurt upon the elbow; and Mr. Felix, at the 
end of his splendid career, was compelled by the rough ground he 
played on to pad even his elbow. 

As to the art of padding—all of our young players regard it quite 
as a primeval cricket institution; as that “to which the memory of 

eth not contrary.” . “ 

New. it is vertinent 40 the present question to chronicle the fact 
that it was not the speed of bowling, but the fly-about uncertainty of 
it that gave rise to padding. Mr. Budd’s cricket dress, representing 
the fashion of his day, was nankeen knee-breeches and silk-stockings, 
a second pair of stockings being doubled down to form a neat roll, to 
guard the ankle bone. We never saw him wear @ glove of any kind, 
though we have seen him opposed to Mr. Curwans bowling. He had 
also played through the days, not only of Browne of Brighton, and 
W. Osbaldeston—faster than Jackson’s—of whom it may be said that 
they were not encountered very often; but Howard was quite the 
bowler of Mr. Budd's day, and Mr. Brand bowled very frequently too, 
and both of these players bowled ata rattling pace ; and yet they were 
ordinarily encountered without pads of any kind. 

During our Oxford career, from 1833-6, Mr. Rt. Price (a name long 
remembered at Winchester), and a noted Cowley man, old Hoskings, 
were players who certainly could vindicate underhand bowling from 
the modern term of “slows;” yet there were not half a dozen pads 
of any kind to be seen in the tents. The first greave was claimed 
as an original and knowing invention, by Henry Daubeney ( fuit /), 
remembered by not a few at the present day, one of the freest of the 
Wykehamist (then the best) hitters and best fieldsmen of all the 
public schools. By this device he used to stand far more boldly 
than the custom was to leg balls; and as to the power with which 
he hit them,he hit Mr. Lowth fora fair seven, near Stonehenge, on 
ground that in no way favoured the test. At that time (1836) Price 
was the last remaining representative of the old school of bowling, 
and from that time pads began to grow in size, shape, and variety ; 
not, we say, because we feared the pace, but simply because no one 
knew where to look out for what was called round-bowling, but 
which always was as high or higher than the shoulder, We could 
mention an old Westminster man, who has now subsided into the 
financial department of the M,C.C. and the 1 Z., who, at Oxford, on 
the Cowley ground, used to pelt at us most cruelly, till Caldecourt 
happened to come down there, and called him back. We therefore 
speak feelingly when we deprecate any recurrence to the custom of 
carrying matters with quite so “igh a hand.” : 

No doubt we shall have pads of most ingenious contrivances next 
season, ‘Though, with pads or without, how any fair player can play 


his proper game, when his nerves are shaken as they will be by balls 
flying up as high as his head, will remain for painful experience to 
reveal, saa 

Add to this, the higher the delivery the more the uncertainties of 
the game will be increased by the roughness ef the ground—and the 
very best ground may become rough from the scarifying effect of 
spiked shoes. And, when about a hundred pounds have been ex- 
pended on a match, to give some provincial club the benefit of first-rate 
play, we can picture to ourselves the looks of disgust and disappoint- 
ment, when manifestly such men as Hayward and Carpenter can do 
nothing at all“ mufied out” by an easy catch to the point, popped 
childishly up in the air! 

As to rough ground, the All England Eleven once caught sight of 
a note to this effect: — 

“Dear ‘Jom,—So I am to bowl for your people against them Englanders 
You wants to win, don’t younow? Then don’t be so stupid as to roll your 
ground.—Yours, “OF AL 

We once proposed a law that would leave the question of the ball 
passing through a wider wicket to be determined by the umpire. 
The All England men at once exclaimed “ that Jaw wout do to travel 
with, All laws must contemplate unfair play, and leave as little as 
possible for the provincial conscience to take advantage of.” But we 
do not think this any sufficient objection. 

As to the term bowling, it must disappear altogether. With true 
bowling, the ball can go no faster than the hand is going at the 
moment that it quits the ball; any increase of pace must proceed 
from a sudden check, or jerk, or throw, ‘The term, perhaps, is not 
worth disputing about, when we have lost the thing; still, the 
thrower, not the bowler, should, in all consistency, appear in the next 
revise of the laws, if it does really rule the “hand-over-head” de- 
livery. Yes; we must say what we mean, and write thus:—‘' The 
a shall be thrown ;” “after four throws the umpire shall call, 

ver.” 

We are aware this will not sound well. King John says of those 
vile creatures who understood his murderous wishes by his signs, that, 
had they but made a pause— 

“ As bid me tell my tale in exprosr words, 
Deep shame had struck mo dumb." 

No; folly does not look well in express words. To mirror our 
thoughts in words, and to sec how they look, is rather improving 
sometimes. Therefore, we call on cricketers to reconsider. Say, how 
do you like the sound and the look of the measure you are disposed to 
enact ? Will there be any working, spinning, or variety? Will there 
be anything but pelting in the style proposed? We are aware that, 
with a high hand, the ball may be mado to break back ; but this will 
rarely happen in practice. We shall have tall, strong fellows, pelting 
down mist pitilessly, as mechanically as a catapult, with every ball 
about the samo; and when the batsman is tired of raps on the 
knuckles, and begins shutting his eyes and throwing his chin up in 
the air, to avoid the ball in his face, it will be time to make his way 
back to the tent, and let some other unhappy player (?) have a turn 
atit. This kind of play reminds me of Will Caldecourt, some years 
since, 

One day, on the morning of a great match, when Lord’s was in its 
hardest and roughest condition, as Caldecourt was hurrying past us 
evidently very much out of humour, we asked, “ What's the matter, 
Caldecourt ?” 

“Adams can’t come ; and [ am ordered to play, Why, sir, I would 
as soon take wy coat off and fight for the knocks I should get, as stand 
up against Redgate on such ground as this.” : 

In these remarks we would wish it to be understood that no doubt 
the existing set of trained bowlers will continue to act like bowlers, 
with comparatively little variation in the style of their delivery, But 
we are adverting rather to the bowlers who who may be supposed to 
grow up under the said hand-over-head regulation. As to these, we 
have already remarked that the young player very soon finds that 
nature has given him very little muscular power while his hand acts 
horizontally, and much more power, as well as more command of the 
direction of the ball, when his hand is high. If so, what style can 
we expect to result? Can we imagine that the difficulties of the 
usual wide-arm bowling will be endured at all? Is it not likely that 
a mere over-hand throw-—~a kind of pelting with a little manverisin or 
flourish to disguise it—the hand Leing raised close to the ear, will be 
the model of bowling set up for the rising generation ? 

We have already published a very strong opinion that the style of 
bowling cannot continue what it is; that is to say, that. the bowl with 
horizontal arm is contrary to nature, and not one man in a thousand 
can bring it under command, We did hope to hear that, as the arm 
by law could not be permitted to be higher, it would necessarily seek 
precision by bowling lower. We did hope that under-hand bowling 
(not necessarily slows) with the hand rather round, and away from the 
side, would develope some difficult and effective varicties of bowling, 
to puzzle the batsmen by combining bias with straightness. We 
thought also this might necessitate a wider wicket; in which case, to 
avoid the trouble of four stumps, three stumps, with a longer bail, 
might be used; the question ot going through the wicket (which 
should be made out) being left to the umpire. 

Wefully admit that the present position of cricket affairs is per- 
plexing ; still, with much deference, we do call upon cricketers to 
consider whether the alternative we propose is not by much the more 
promising of the two. 

It is easy to talk of awkward wickets, and to allude—as if that caso 
by any means disposed of the question—to what was called th; 
“ Barn-door Match” —~ the match suggested by Mr. Ward (whence tl ¢ 
match was by some called “ Ward’s Folly”), in which the,Gentlem 
had the advantage of a large wicket to bowl at, as one means of 
throwing in a make-weight, in their annual contest with the 
Players. We are well aware that the Eleven Gentlemen then played 
disgusted and out of heart. The thing was new—most people hke the 
laugh economical, at a neighbour's expense, however ill-timed the 
laugh may be. 

We are, therefore, disposed to insist on the simple way in which a 
wider wicket can be produced. Even with three stumps, on somo 
grounds, it is troublesome to make a firm and upright wicket, and 
four stumps would be tiresome in the extreme: we say, therefore, 
that the simple introduction of a longer bail, and one question more— 
the easiest possible unless he is blind—for the umpire, will solve the 
difficulty atonce. 

While on the subject of things that will make good or bad for 
cricket, we will touch on two points more, 

1. The single-wicket matches. We see much danger in affairs like 
that at Stocxton last autumn, That Carpenter, Hayward, and 
Tarrant did honestly heat, and would beat again, should the 
“Leviathan” of the sporting world find another son of Aésculapiis 
to meet him, five of the best men of the northern counties, we do not 
doubt. But, with all honour to the integrity of these players, when 
thousands of pounds were depending on their hands, and heads, and 
hearts combined—still we must presume, as knowing a little of wha: 
happened in days—very dark days, gone ,by, to speak of the probable 
tendency, and the principle of the thing. ‘ 

At the present day, no man who ventures his money on @ cricket- 
fieldj has the slightest suspicion of unfair play. While the power is 
so evenly balanced, and the talent so much divided as it isin tho 
present state of the cricket world, the game is quite incompatible 
with heavy betting. Not only does chance prevail as well as skill, but 
also, if any men are to be bought, the number required to insure the 
event is such as to render the attempt ridiculous at double wicket. 
Certainly it is a bold negative to advance, yet we think we may 
say that, for the last thirty years at least, no player can be named 
who was ever believed to have had any money to play to lose, 

But in former days, when every great match depended on the 
honesty of two or three players alone, the betting men frequented 
Lord's, as Epsom, to make a book, and matches undoubtedly were — 
bought and sold; and, worse still, every professional who missed a 
catch, or failed to score, felt he was losing his character for honesty

Tre long-pending match, for £14 a side, between Boh Hefferan, of West- 
minster, and Tommy Goddard, of Paddington, took place on Wednesday lant 
The mateh created a good deal of interest from the circumstance that another 
clever Wostminster novico was to be properly tried on this occasion; and, 
therefore, the mustering of the clang was large. The men went to scale at 
Mr. 'W. Milsom’s, White Horse, Orchard-street, Westminster, on Monday after- 
noon at two o'clock, Goddard was full two pounds under his weight, and 
Hefferan three pounds beneath the specified impost, Much commisseration 
Wank oxpressed at tho lamentable accident which had occurred to the respected 
backor of Hefferan (Mr. Milsom) on the Friday previously, while returning 
home from « visit to the stakeholder’s to sea things all right. .

behind, A lengthened journoy of some seventy or eighty miles having been 
performed with greas celerity, the spot previously agreed upon as ready for 
business was found well quartered with policemen, and tho only necessary 
consequence was 2 drive into another connty, wherein (as they said) they had 
no jurisdiction, The ring was speedily pitched by Fred Oliver, the commissary 
of the P.R., and his constant assistant Puggy White; and then the hour of noon 
began to draw on in consequence of the unfortunate delay of Goddard's party 
in being too late to start by the Arst train agreed upon from London-bridge, 
on Wednesday morning. As an earnest proof of how well Goddard was on- 
couraged and supported, wo can simply say, minus friends or comfortors, ho 
had to pay his own expenses down to the appointed scone of action, 

The betting was 6 to 4 on Hefferan, who stood slightly over bis man; both 
were in very fair condition, and nothing wrong cauld be said in that respect. 

Jemmy Keefe and Jack Lynch woeut into the magic circle with Goddard, 
while tho servitors upon Hofferan were Jack Hunt, of Cheltenham, and a fistic 
amateur, ‘The colours were Goddard, a blue and white striped handkerchief ; 
Hefferan, the old and memorably-distinguished blue bird's-eye. 

A long while was cut to.wastd in the selection of referoe, but that difficulty 
being at length overcome, the men began to “ peel” for their encounter. 
Goddard, although late at starting, was frst in the ring, and entered it some 
ten or twelve minutes in preaedence of his competitor, When Hefferan came 
to the fore, a toss declared him to be the rightful possessor of the corner, and 
fo Tommy had to march opposite, as the sun was shining full and resplen- 
dently to his detriment.

It is quite useless to enter into farther details of the rounds. Suffice ft to

was at length obliged to give the word of command for home, and all parties 
returned unsatisfied as to the issue, Late in the evening it was announced 
that. the men must attend ata well-known railway station at an early hour on 
Thursday morning, for the purpose of settling the matter. Hefferan left the 
ying without a scratch, while Goddard looked ina very pitiable candition, 
his jaw being fractured, hia Jeft eye closed, and his lips much. swollen, 
Although well on his legs he was (virtually speaking) defeated. and could not 
have stood another ten minutes had not the police come up. Heferan fought 
very cloverly, and bids fair, with due care and attention, to rival most of the 
light-weight men of the day. The fight lasted exactly one hour and twenty-two

THE STAKES AWARDED TO HEFFERAN, 

In obeyance to the directions of the referee, both men and their backers met 
atthe place appointed on Thursday morning, when the fact was openly com- 
municated that Goddard's left jaw was fractured, and that there would posi- 
tively be no fight.

MR. JOHN GULLY, 

A Puanuisr of distinguished reputation, and brought into notice by 
his first and memorable contest with the Game Chicken, and, unlike 
most other boxers, acquired renown even in defeat. Gully’s ambition 
was of the highest order; second-rate pugilists, it should seem, were 
beneath his aim; and spurning the general mode of acquiring great- 
ness, step by step, his daring spirit prompted him to the temerity of 
raising himself to the dignity of a hero at one stride, by attacking 
the above justly-renowned and mighty Chief of England. It it true 
that he fell, but it is equally true that he rose a greater man by the 
attempt than ever, in proving that he was able to contend with 
honour, and even with a considerable chance of success, with that 
celebrated pugilistic character; whose generosity of disposition would 
not permit him to quit his vanquished adversary without compliment- 
ing iia upon his uncommon bravery and fortitude. 

Gully, by the science and thorough bottom he had displayed in the 
above contest, ranked high as a pugilist, and became a distinguished 
favourite with the Fancy in general —his knowledge of the art of 

xing was considered complete, and his courage proved an able 
second to his judgment. His supporters were numerous, and his fame 
stood so prominent, that upwards of two years had elapsed since his 
battle with the Chicken before he was called Upon to defend his title 
to the Championship; when, at length, he had to enter the ‘lists 
with a boxer, of the name of Gregson, from Lancashire, a man whose 
size was considerably in his favour, being nearly six feet two inches 
high, of prodigious strength, and who had signalised himself in 
Several pugilistic contests in that part of the country with great 
success: but, notwithstanding such powerful requisites, his preten- 
“Ions Were considered more on the side of strergth than that of 
science.

The anxiety manifest by the sporting men, and the Fancy in 
general, was so great to witness this second combat, that numbers 
left London on the Monday, to prevent meeting with any disappoint- 
ment, in order to be in readiness to follow the cavalcade, should any 
interruption take place. The magistracy, from the above formal 
notice, were all upon the alert, and the Dunstable volunteers were 
called out to secure the peace, and were under arms by seven o’clock 
on Tuesday morning, May 10, 1808, (Tie impositions - practised 
upon this occasion by the landlords of the various inns in the 
country towns near the scene of action were of the most 
Gross nature, and two guineas was the price demanded for 
a bed, not only the night previous to the fight, but the 
same sum extorted in the evening when the battle was overt.) 
After considerable bustle and confusion arising, as to the propriety 
where the tight should take place, it was judged expedient, to prevent 
disappointment, that the contest should be decided in Sir John 
Sebright’s Park, in Hertfordshire ; and, notwithstanding it was seve 
miles distant from the spot first intended for the set-to, thither the 
multitude repaired, without murmuring, in the quickest and best 
manner they were able. The quantity of carriages and persons upo 
horseback, travelling in haste to arrive at the destined spot beggar’ 
all description—from the splendid barouche to the jolting taxed ont 
all were seen in rapid motion. At length, upon their arrival in t ’ 
park belonging to the above baronet, and a good piece of grow 
selected for the purpose, a forty feet ring was soon formed, and we 
secured by pedestrians and horsemen, 
The weather was rather unpropitious for fighting, and, although 
spectators valu 


wet clothes were completely out of the question, 
ready for the contest, the 
ring, attended by a numerous assemblage of pugilistic heroes, and 
greeted with reiterated plaudits from the anxious s 

Gregson was 
second to Gully, and Bill Gibbons was his bottle-holder, Captain 
Barclay undertook the important situation of umpire. Both the com- 
batants fought in white breeches and silk stockings; and owing, it is 
said, to Gregson having spikes in his shoes, they contested the battle 
without them, 

The superiority in the second battle Was evidently upon the part 
of Gully; and during the continuance of the fight, for 58min, there 
was no comparison whatever between the gaiety of the combatants. 
Several of the fighting men, and Many good j : 
great doubts as to the event of the battle, from the determined 

contest had been decided between these 
heroes ; and who entertained g strong opinion, under an idea 
that Gregson, in being able to add considerable more science t0 Et 
great strength, from the practice and improvement which he ha 
evinced jn Sparring, that the chance was much increased in| his 
favour. Gully possessed so much confidence in his own abilitioy 
that, a few minutes before entering the. ring, he offered to bac 
himself for £50 (in addition to what he had already betted) that he 
oe the Winner. ‘The result proved that he did not over-rate his oW® 
abilities, 

Gully, it appeared, had signified an intention of quitting the pro 
fession of the pugilistic art some time previous to this last conte 
with Gregson, but conceiving himself bound in honour to accept + it 
challenge of the latter was the principal reason that he had now give . 
him the opportunity of a second trial, and of his coming forward 1 | 
public manner. Gully informed the sporting world that it was 4 
decided intention never to fight any more; and that, in the abov' 
battle, he had fought under considerable disadvantages, owing to his 
left arm being injured. He now took his leave of them, to follow bis 

rofession as an inn-keeper, at the sign of the Plough, in Carey-street, 
Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields ; to which place he was conveyed, with all the 
honours accompanying victory, in the barouche belonging to a noble- 
man of sporting celebrity, P 

Gully, as a pugilist, will long be remembered by the amateurs 0! 
pugilism, as peculiarly entitled to their respect and consideratiOD;— 
and if his battles were not so numerous as many other celebrated pro- 
fessors have been, they were contested with & decision, seience, 40 
bottom, rarely equalled, and, perhaps, Hever excelled, and justly en 
titled to the most honourable mention in the records of boxing. His 
practice in the art, it was well known, had been very confined, and his 
theoretic knowledge of the science could not have been very extensive, 


from the short period he had entered the lists as a boxer; but his 


Ra 
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genius soared above hes? difficulties, and, with a fortitude equal to 

any man, he entered the ring a most consummate pugilist. In point 

of appearance, if his frame could not boast of that elegance of shape 

from which an artist might model to attain a perfect symmetry— 

eh fir ne it was athletic and prepossessing, and about 6ft. in 
eight. 

In concluding this sketch of Gully, we should be wanting in truth 
and candour, if we omitted to state that, with a knowledge of the 
world, he unites the manners of a well bred man, unassuming and 
intelligent upon all occasions, which has gained him respect and 
attention in the circles in which he now moves; and which, we are 
Well assured, are by no neans of an inferior class—proving, in himself, 
a lively instance, that all pugilists are not deprived from entering into 
polished society; and that, without disparagement, he is an object 
well worthy of imitation by the professsors of the gymnastic science. 

Mr. Gully was a master butcher of respectability, previous to his 
Pugilistic encounters. In consequence of his declining the honours 
of the Oat ert it descended to the honourable keeping of the 
renowned Tam Cribb. Gully sat as member for Pontefract, and is 
how, although ‘advanced in 
sports of England.

made to back him at odds. On the commencement of the eighth mile, 
and while racing down the straight in the 50th lap, Deerfoot in a 


commanding style closed on his opponent, and, after a clipping 7 Sy 
went to the front, placing a gap of some two yards between them 
Eight miles were fairly accomplished in 41min 58sec; nine miles in 
47min 29sec; the lead still being in favour of the Indian. As the 


pedestrians went by the referee for “ opening ” on the tenth and last 


mile, it was apparent that Deerfoot had the race “safe,” for although 
Lang was racing with all that pluck and perseverance for which he 
is noted, yet his competitor, despite the effort he was making, was 
gradually leaving him more and more in the rear, and on the ter- 
mination of the distance the Indian went in a winner by some half 
dozen yards, the ten miles being run in 52min 44sec.

COPENHAGEN GROUNDS, WANDSWORTH. 

Matcu prerwken Myers, or Newmarket, anp FrepeRIo SYM3, 
or Lonpoy,: For £100.—These men met on Monday last, at Mr. 
John Garratt’s ground, to decide their seven miles walk, for the above 
stake, in the presence of a tolerably large muster of the admirers of 
the fleet of foot. ‘The pedestrians had to make the circuit of the course 
28 times to complete the distance. Syms had for his attendant Bill 
Spooner, and Myers was waited on by Broad and Perry. The betting 
was 2 and 3 tol on Myers, and there was much money speculated, 
the men being principally backed by the turfites. The lead was 
taken by Syms, which he maintained throughout the whole of the 
first mile (7min Ber but no sooner had the pedestrians entered 
upon the second mile than Myers came to the front, and took such a 
decided lead, that on the finish of the sixth lap (one mile and a half), 
he was fully one hundred yards in advance, Two miles were walked 
in 16min 2sec. Throughout tho third mile (25min 47sec) Syms con- 
tinued to diminish the gap between himself and opponent. Myers, 
when this distance had been accomplished, not being more than six 

ards to the good, finding he had the turn of speed decidedly in his 
avour, had “eased off ” considerably, Immediately the fourth mile 
had been entered upon Myers again went darting from his man, and 
left Syms so apie in the rear that when three miles and a half had 
been accomplished he was leading by 100 yards. The backers of Syms 
now saw that their man had not the least chance of winning, therefore 
advised him to resign. Myers was accordingly left to walk the re- 
mainder of the distance at leisure; but after about four miles and a 
half had been done the backers of Syms stated they were perfectly 
satisfied, and did not require him to make a useless “ display.’ 

SHEEFIBLDY. 

Rack BETWREN SANDERSON, OF Rocupate, ALBISON, OF BOWLER, 
E. Mints, or Lonpon, anp J. Wuire, or Garesneap.—The race 
between the above pedestrians, for £100 and the mile and a quarter 
Champion’s Cup, took place, pursuant to arrangements, on the Hyde 
Park ground, on Saturday last, in the presence of 8,000 spectators. ‘I'he 
betting was 5 to 4 on Mills, 5 to 4 against Sanderson, and 4 to 1 
against Albison, of Bowlee, and J. White, of Gateshead, Mr. James 
Darley, of Sheffield, was chosen referee, and the pedestrians had to run 
four laps and 184 yds to complete the distance—a mile and a quarter. 
At five e’clock the men appeared on the ground, Mills having for his 
menitor W. Price, of London, by whom he was backed. ‘he com- 
petitors in this great struggle had to go by report of pistol, and the 
proprietor of the ground (Mr. Boothroyd) was appointed by the referee 
to give the required signal. The men got off in beautiful style, and 
the running was made ata severe pace, White, on the finish of the 
first lap (504 yds), having the lead by 15 yds, this portion of the dis- 
tance being covered in lmin 9sec ; two laps were run in 2min 28sec, 
White, as they passed the referes, now having the lead by four yards, 
Sanderson being about half that distance in front of Mills, while 
Albison, who was a long pull in the rear, was fourth. In the third 
lap Sanderson wrested the lead from White, who was also in turn 
passed by Mills, who, on the finish of the mile (4min 30sec) was not 
more than a yard in the rear of Sanderson. Albison now had no 
chance, he being a long way behind the first three men. A tremendous 
struggle ensued between Sanderson and Mills for final supremacy, 
the gallant little Teddy making the most strenuous efforts to pass his 
opponent, but to no purpose, for the lead was maintained by Sanderscn 
to the finish, and he went in the winner of this finely-contested race 
by 20 yds, the mile and a quarter being run in 5min 30sec. White, 
who was in the rear of Mills, was third; Albison did not quite finish. 

John White was born at Gatesbead, and is now about twenty-six 
years of age; his four and six mile races with Brighton, his mile and 
mile and a quarter with Albison, his two miles with Sanderson, and 
his six miles with Mills, have been all fine performances. James 
Sanderson (a‘ias “ Rap,” alias “Treacle ”) was born at Cow Clough, 
Whitworth, near Rochdale, where he now resides, on December 29, 
1837. He is by trade a blacksmith, which he follows when not 
matched. He stands 5ft 7in, and weighs about 8st 10lb. His repu- 
tation is provincial. Among his principal performances may be 
ranked his defeat of Jem Pudney, at the Copenhagen Grounds, Man- 
chester, in a race of two miles, for £50 a side, on May 3, 1857. He 
defeated Job Smith, of Hulme, for the second time, on November 27, 
1858, at the same grounds, distance two miles, for £50 a side, and 
suffered defeat from John Brighton, of Norwich, and John W hite of 
Gateshead, in races of two miles. He next met and defeated Siah 
Albison, also at the Copenhagen Grounds, distance two miles, for £50 
a side, on April 19, He also defeated John White, for the Cham- 
pion’s cup, at Stockport. Edward Mills commenced the present year 
most inauspiciously, being beaten by Deerfoot in a one hour’s race, 
for £50 side, at Hackney Wick, Jan. 12. He next suffered defeat by 
Marsh, of Brighton, £25 a side, five miles, Mills giving 350 yds start, 
Hackney Wick, Jan. 29. Beaten by W. Lang, ten miles, £25 a side 
and the Champion’s cup, Hackney Wick, Feb. 2. Beat Mower, £25 
a side, one mile, Feb. 16. Beaten by Marsh, £20 4 side, one mile, 
Mills giving seventy yds start, Feb. 18, Brighton (his pre- 
vious tuition needs no comment), Siah Albison welghs up- 
wards of list, and stands 5ft llin high. He first saw the 
light at Bow Lee, near Middleton, on April 26, 1840. He was 
brought up to the business of a weaver. He first commenced opera- 
tions within the pedestrian arena in handicaps, and soon after he 
began to give evidence of being a quick 440 yds runuer, having once 
or twice performed very creditably. But his first great performance 
Was winning the one mile belt at the Copenhagen Grounds, on August 
11, 1860, having defeated John White, of Gateshead, by four yards, 
Charles Mower, of Norwich, William Lang, of Middlesborough, and 
Job Smith. He next defeated William Lang, for the belt and £25 
a side, on October 27, 1860, being the swiftest one mile race on 
record, winning by one yard in 4min 22jsec., thus excelling Tom 
Hospool’s time by three-quarters of a second, at the same grounds, on 
July 12, 1858. He was beaten by Charles Mower, at the Copenhagen 
Grounds, on December 22, 1860, for £25 a side and the belt ; but he 
turned the tables on Mower at the same grounds, on March 23, 1861, 
for £25 a side and the belt. He was next successful against J. Han- 
cock, of Salford, in a spin of 440 yds, at the Salford Borough Gardens, 
on March 31, 1860. Beat A. Liversidge, of Wath, distance half a 
mile, Albison having seven yards start, at the Copenhagen Grounds, 
on April 28, Was defeated by Nuttall, of Barusley, m a 440 yds 
race, for £50 @ side, at the Copenhagen Grounds. Gave Lang, of 
Midalesborough, ten yards start in half a mile, and beat him easily, 
on September 23, 1861. Defeated John White, of Gateshead, oa 
January 18, for £25 a side and the one mile belt. White sprained his 


foot badly, and gave in when he had gone 734 yards. He again met 
and defeated White for the one mile belt and £100 a side, at the 
Copenhagen Grounds, on May 31. He next won the one mile and a 
quarter cup at Sheffield. Beat Lang, of Middlesborough, at Sheffield, 
tor the one mile and a quarter cup, for £25 a side. Defeated Charles 
Mower, at the Copenhagen Grounds, for the one mile belt, which be- 
came his own property, having run for it eight times, out of which he 
only once suffered defeat, and that by C. Mower. Defeated George 
Beddow, of London, in a spin of 440 yds, at the City Grounds, Man- 
chester, and was beaten by Sanderson, of Whitworth, at the City 
Grounds, for £50 a side, on Saturday, January 3, 1863, Sanderson 
receiving fifteen yards start.

Smalley was'brought to the 
scratch in most promising condition by T. Jones (Bushey) and 
Butcher, the pugilist, to both of whom too much praise cannot be 
given; while Alsopp, of pedestrian renown, and Young Malins, of 
Birmingham, waited on the veteran Bland, now upwards of forty 
years of age, and who has performed some wonderful pedestrian feats, 
his last—upwards of eight years since—being a walk of ten miles in 
& match against time, accomplished in 1h 28min. On coming to 
scratch his condition was much admired, he being a thoroughly well- 
built man.’ On the given signal, Smalley dashed away in his well 
known style, and had succeeded in traversing a trifle over two and a 
half laps in the 3min start given him, which, having expired, Bland 
set out on his long adventure, and walked in very pretty style; but it 
soon became observable that his spikes were over long for the job, as 
they cut up the ground at every stride, and much impeded his move- 
ments. In the first four miles, however, he had reduced the distance 
between them by half a lap; but this, even if carried through, could 
not be called winning pee Such had been the struggle to obtain 
this vantage ground that Bland was unable to continue it, and both 
men kept their relative positious, until in the fourth lap of the sixth 
mile he made a fine spurt, and gained some twenty yards ; again, in 
the tenth mile, he made an additional ten yards, and in the next mile, 
the eleventh, hecontinued his advantage by gaining another ten yards. 

This, however, was his last effort, as from this point Smalley went 
ahead, regaining his lost ground, and in the fourth lap of the four- 
teenth mile, Bland’s thoroughly game nature gave way, and he had to 
succumb to his youthful adversary, who walked two more laps, still 
very strong, when the referee appealed to Bland, who, acknowledging 
his defeat, gave permission to Smalley to halt.

Alderoft left the crease a few yards, 
ut was called back, Hall and his friends insisting upon his being 
brought. back two yards for having improperly started. The Man. 
chester Deerfoot and his backers would not give in to this, and a 
scene of perfect confusion and hubbub ensued, which ultimately re- 
sulted in each party walking over the distance. Clowes, of Congleton, 
then had a walk over, Sellars and Robinson ran a good race, the for- 
mer winning by two or three yards. Clowes, Sellars, and Hall next 
came,into competition for the final heat, and Clowes won by about five 
feet, Sellars was second, and Hall third. During the dispute that took 
is on the snapping of the pistol, the referee left the ground, and 
olm Meakin was selected to act in his place. He declared Clowes to 
be the winner. But this was not to Bs the jinale of the affair, as 
Meakin's declaration as to the winner was disputed by the parties of 
Hall and Sellars on two grounds— first, that Clowes had entered falsely 
by: stating that he came from Congleton, whereas he came from 
Coventry, and for this breach of the laws they seemed to think that he 
ought to be “sent to Coventry ;” and the second objection was, that 
the referee originally appointed left the grounds before the race was 
decided, and that Menkin’s decision was inoperative. Kach of the 
parties claimed the prize, but as Pointon und Sutton had no disposi- 
tion to pay the money two or three times over the matter was allowed 
{o come to a trial. ‘The ease was heard at the County Court held in 
Macclesfield, on Friday, February 27th, before Joseph St. John Yates, 
sq. Clowes sued Pointon for £8, the amount offered by him as the 
first Brite of a handicap race, which Clowes claimed as having won, 
Mr, Jooper, of Congleton, appeared for the plaintiff, who said that he 
is a ribbon weaver, and resides in Canal-street, Congleton, He had 
been living there ever since December, 1861; previous to that he re- 
sided five or six years in Coventry, having fott Congleton to go and 
live in that town.” Ho did not know that he wasa native of Coventry. 
Hlis Honour observed that it would be a difficult thing for him to speak 
positively as to that matter. Mr. Cooper said he once heard of an ex- 
traordinary individual who remembered the place where he was born ; 
but such instances of the power of memory were extremely 
rare, Clowes continued his evidences by stating that he was 
acquainted with sporting law, and in a race jt was one 
of the rules that intending runners should describe themselves 
as having lately come from sneh a place~that is, if he had resided 
there up to within a few weeks or months.
